7 of February, and the Printed Re- 
& lation of the certain Death of 
that Arch-Pirate Captain Cuſackez 
of whoſe Death, all our Mer- 
chants here in Ireland, are very 
glad; eſpecially my Couſin Mat- 
thew Calhoon, from whom, Cuſacke took the laſt Veſ- 
ſel z which, it ſeems, brought him to his deſerved fa- 
tal end. And in requital of your News concerning 
C»ſacke, Tſhall acquaint you with a Story no leſstruez 
but I believe much more ſtrange and wonderful, con- 
cerning the Diſcovery of that long-talk't-of Ifland 
O-Brazile, which ( I believe) you have often 
heard of. 

I know there are, in the World, many Stories, and 
Romances, concerning Inchanted Iſlands, Caſtles and

Toyers, &e, And that. ous King's Domigiongmay 
in nothing he inferiour to.any-other Nation, we: have 
had an Inchanted Ifland, upon the North of Felard, 
long talkt of. And, indeed; when I went firſt into 
the Kingdom of-Irelapd to live, and heard thoſe many 
Stories, which were common in every Mans mouth, 
concerning the Iſland of Q-Brazile, ( as they call'd 
it ) which multitudes reported often to be ſeen upon 
the Coaſt of Ulſter in that Kingdom; yet Ilookt-up- 
on it as a perfet Romance, and many times laught- 
the Reporters to ſcorn: Though many Sober, and 
Religious perſons, would conſtantly affirm, That in 
bri ys, ( eſpecially in Summer-time ) they could 
 perfeQy ſee a-very large abſolute Iſland 3 but, after 
Jorg tooking at it, it would diſappear, And ſome- 
times one Friend'and Neighbor, would one call an- 
ather-w-bebold-it; uatil thene would be a confidera- 
ble Number togetherz every. of. which, would not 
be pezſuaded but that they pezfeftly ſawit : and ſome 
of: them,have.made towards it with Boats; but when 
they. have come te:the place. where they. thought ir 
was, they. have: feand nothing. And many old Peo- 
Pls. tn .the.Cbuntrey,' would: telh;many ald- probable 
Setoxies, how. it came fisgft to be Inchanted; I confeſs

(inthe late King's time) to rake ont a 
Patent for it, whenſoever it ſhould be There & nothing 
gained : Certainly he, and thoſe that j1,7p, 0m tha? 
counſelled him to it, laakt upon it, as zen oxr+ for it 
ſome Inchanted ( if any fach py I 
there be) Kingdom or Ifhaad, that, in 

time, might be recovered, And ſince the Happy 
Reſtauration of His Majeſty that now Reigns, man 
Reports have been, That it hath been DiCinchanced, 
or Taken, Yea, in the time of the Sittiqg of the laſt 
Parliament in Dablin, (in the year 1663, ) one coming 
aut of Ulfier, aſſured the Houſe of Commons, 
( whereof he was a Member) That the Inchantment 
was broken, and it gained: but it proved not ſo. And 
about two years after, a certain Quaker pretended 
that he hada Revelation from Heaven, that he was 
the Man ordained to take it, with a new Ship built 
by his Inſpiration, &c. And in order thereuato, he - 
built a Veſſel, . But what became of him, or his En» 
terprize, lnever heard ; it ſeems the full time was not 
then come, I aſſure you (dear Coulin) I was not 
then ſo unwilliog to believe it, as now I am certain of 
It, from. yery good hands. But whether ( in the Ori- 
ginal ) it have been a. Trick of Rozre, one of the 
Works and Myſteries of Babzlon,I cannot ſay,neither 
dare] diſpute: But this Iam ture of, Thar the Time, . 
or Inchantment, (or what you. pleaſe to call it) 1s 
now out, and the [{land fully diſcovered, or taken, 
And.the manner, briefly, thus : 

There is one Captain Johz Nisbet, who lived : 
formerly at Liſneskey in the County of Fermanagh 3 - 
this Man left Liſneskey ſeven or eight years fince, and 
came to live at Killebegs in the Barony of Boylagh- and - 
Ban - 
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Bannagh, in the County of DunnegaZ,inVifter, (a Cor- 
. poration'you know right well.) This Man, Captain 
Ni#bet, fince he came to K7Vebegs, hath fraught out 
{ſeveral Veſſels to France and Holland, &c, with ſuch 
Merchandize as that Countrey afforded. And in 
September laſt, he fraught out a Veſſel of about 70 
Tuns, laden with Batter, Tallow, and Hydes , for 
France, which was to bring back French Wines, 
Which Veſſel being returning, and near the Coaſts of 
Freland ( as they thought ) upon the ſecond of this 
inſtant March, 1674, after a moſt clear froſty Night, 
ina the Morning about the time of Sun-rifing, of a 
ſudden, there feil a moſt terrible thick Miſt or Fog, 


upon the Sea, round about them 3 which continued” 


the ſpace of about three hours, and then cleared up 
again, very bright. But when the Miſt was vaniſhr, 
they found themſelves upon a certain Coaſt, cloſe by 
the ſhore; and of a ſudden alſo, a very high wind, 
driving them (ti]l nearer to the Land, . When the 
Maſter, and the reſt with him ( who were but eight 
perſons in all, viz, James mac Donnel the Maſter, 
Alexander Johnſon Skipper, James Roſs Carpenter, and 
five Mariners) ſaw themſelves ſo near an unknown 
ſhore, and could not imagine what place it ſhould be; 
for though they knew moſt of the ſhores of Treland 
and Scotland, yet they could not poſlibly give any 
gueſs where they then were, Finding themſelves 
therefore ſo near Land, and ſome little Rocks not far 
off them, the Maſter gave orders to ſound what Wa- 
ter they had 3 and finding it not three Fathoms, they 
thought it was the beſt courſe to ſtrike Srl, and drop 
an Anchor, ( which accordingly they did ) until 
they might inform themſelves where they were, al 
n 
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And having caft Anchor, they reſolved to ſet four of 
' their eight Men aſhore,to ſee if they could learn where 
they were; and how to get off: which, after they had ta- 
ken down their Boat,they did. The Perſons that were to 
g0e, were the Carpenter Fames Roſs,and three Marriners, 
who took with them Swords and Piſtols. Pteſcarly atf- 
ter Landing, they paſt through a little Wood, and with- 
in leſs than an Engliſb mile,in a moſt pleaſant green Val- 
ley (wherein were many Cattel, Horſes andSheep feeding) 
'they ſaw a very ſt:ong-like Caſtle appearing , unto 
which they repaired,and called,thinking to find ſome that 
might dire them where they were, and what to do: 
butafter they had long knocke, and ſaw , nor heard any 
- creature,(not ſomuch as a Dog) anſwer, they concluded 
it was ſome waſte place, and therefore left ic, And go- 
ing farther up a moſt pleaſant green Hill, they 
ſaw multitudes of black Rabbets , about a mile from the 
Caſtle : but when they came to the height chereof, look 
which way they pleaſed, they could ſee neither Man, 
. | Woman, Child, nor Houſe, At laſt, having ranged 2: 
' or 3 honrs about the Countrey, and lighting of none 
to enquire of, they returned again to their Boat, and 
rold their fellows aboard, what ſucceſs they had hadsz 
whereupon their fellows calling for the Boat, reſolved 
, to come aſhore alſo, all but. one Matinerz which they 
. did, and dividing themſelves iato two parts, one part 
took tothe right-hand ſhore, the other to the left; both 
parties wandring up and dewn, until toward 4 of the clock 
in the afternoon, but neither of them ſaw any peopleto 
enquire of 3 but much Cattel, Dear, Rabbetrs, &c. Bur 
afar off in the Countrey, they ſaw great Woods, into 
which they durſt not venture : ſo that both parties re- 
turned” again to their Boat, Atlaſtthe weather beipg ve- 
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--ry Cold, anddrawing towards night, finding abundance of } t 
old dry Wood, in the fide of the above-named little * 
Wood, near unto the ſhore, they reſolved to make a a 
great Fire, againſt a great old Oak, that was'fallea down ! vi 
with age3 and in order thereunto, ſome brought Wood, ! ci 
and ſome others ſtruck fire: at laſt, having made a row- 'n 
- Zing Fire, aid fizting warming themſelves, diſcourfing, fc: 
and taking Tobaccoz of a ſuddainthey heard a moſt ter- jw 
rible, hideous noiſe, towarcsthat place; eſpecially where 'w 
they ſaw the old Caſtle, and almoſtall over the Iſland, (ar: 

which did ſoterrify and amaze them, that they preſent- | 
ly left their Fire, took their Boar, and went all aboard Þr 
as faſt as they could; where they continued in great fear m 
all night: yet neither could, nor durſt ſtir our co Seaz bf 
becauſe when they ſounded again, they had not two fa- Þis 
thoms of Water, and the wind direAly againſt them, lf 
Thenext morning, as ſoon as the Sun was riſen, they in: 
ſawa very antient grave Gentleman, and tan Men fol- 
lowing him bare-headed (as if his ſervants) coming to- 
wards the ſhore where the Ship lay, and being come cloſe 
o the water fide, the old Gentleman calling to the Mas ſex 
ſter (inthe old Scotch Language) who with the 1eſt þv 
ſtood upon the Deck, askt him, from whence they phi 
came? whithes they were bound ? and with what they ho 
were laden? The Maſter anſwered, They came from hf 

France, were laden with French Wines , with which they 

were bound to Kilh-beggs, in the County of Denrgal im 
in Ireland, if it pleaſed God to give them leave; then bd 
the old Gentleman askt them, how they came thither 2 Fit 
and whether they knew where they were? or howto ger £e 
forth 2 The Maſter cold him, that before the greae Fogg inc 
fell upon them par they thought they were nearÞ : 
the coaſt of Treland: but where they now were, or how ive

Ifo, that he and ſeveral other perſons of quality, by the 
ey malicious, diabolical Art, of a great Negromancer, had 
1- tyrannically ſhut up in the Caſtle they knocke at 
o- feſterday, in which, ſeveral of their Progenitors had 
z(e tnded their miſerable days 3 and the whole Iſland, a Re- 
[a- jeptacle of Furies, made (to Mottals) unſerviceable, and 
eſt pviſible, until now, that the curſed time was expired g 
ey Fhich (ſaith he) continued until chelaſt day of the laſt 
ey benth, but3 or 4 days fince, Being asked, why none 
om nſwered in the Caſtle yeſterday, when the Marriners

they-were nobly entertained, and returned in ſafety, with- 
ſeveral Gifts, which were beſtowed upon them: as alſo 
ſome further Relation of the nature of the Countrey, 
Since then, ſeveral Godly Miniſters and others, are gone 
to viſit, and diſcourſe them (bur at the writing hereof, 
I heard nothing of theirrerurn) who,doubtleſs, will bring 
a more perfed relation, Dear Couſen, you need not be 
afraid to relate this, for I aſſure you, beſide the general 
diſcourſe of the Gentlemen in the Countrey ,. I had it 
from Captain Niſbes his own mouth, (whole the Yeſ-- 
ſel, &c, was) ſince which,ſeveral Gentlemen have ſent an: 
expreſs, with the true Relation of ir, under their Hands. 
and Seals, to ſome eminent perſons in Deblis. Thus not:
